REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art of record fails to teach and/or suggest an arrangement of a 

structural element within the electrolysis cell lining that is plate shaped and made out of 
a material resistant to a corrosive environment in the cell that has a system of ducts 
within the structural element and integral with the structural element, with the ducts 
being arranged for flow through of medium and designed to act as a control mechanism 
for the side layers thickness and for heat transfer through the cell lining, with the ducts 
being connected to an outer circuit. The closest prior art of record to Holmen does not 
teach and/or suggest the inclusion of the ducts within the structural element of the side 
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lining. If one looks at the figures 1 and 2 of Holmen, it can be seen that the side wall 
lining of the Holmen patent does not have any duct work within the sidewall but instead 
is in back of the sidewall lining and the ducting is coolant is not in direct contact with the 
cell or cell lining as it is in the applicants instant invention. Therefore, the prior art of 
record does not teach and/or suggest the instant invention as provided for in the instant 
invention.
